stable constitutional Government, says a 
bulletin from the National GeograyMical 
Society. 

This new member of the family of free 
nations is described in a communication 
to the society by Baroness Alietta Korff, 
as follows: 

“From an educational point of view the 
women in Finland have been very fortun- 
ate, as there are many excellent schools 
for girls and a number of co-educational 
schools throughout the cquntry which pre- 
pare students for the university examina- 
tlons, Girls were admitted to the univers- 
ity in 1878, and until the war intervened, 
they not only attended lectures but took 
part in all branches of university life; 
they participated in all the celebrations 
and festivities and were members of the 
various clubs and student organizations, 
in which they were on a footing of perfect 
equality with the men and frequently were 
elected to various official positions. After 
they were graduated from one of the sev- 
eral high schools or from the university 
there were many branches of work open to 
them. 

“They became teachers even in the State 
schools for boys, cashiers or bookkeepesr 
in banks, clerks in the State archives, and 
in many branches of the civic administra- 
tion. There are really not enough educat- 
ed men to meet the requirements of the 
country, and consequently the co-opera- 
tion of the women is a matter of vital im- 
portance, It not infrenquently happened, 
in normal times that even married women 
in comparatively good circumstances 
sought employment outside their homes, 

“Having thus such an excellent founda- 
tion to build upon the woman's movement 
found many active supporters, In 1868 
the Diet had accorded the municipal vote 
to women taxpayers Iving in the country, 
and in 1872 to women living in towns, sll 
of whom were also given the right to be 
elected members of certain self-govern- 
ing bodies. In 1900 the women Social 
Democrats included the ‘sufferage t the 
year 1904. altrough in 1897 « petition had 

een officially presented to the Dict, at the 
request of the ‘linnish Woman's Associa- 


| ton. 


“The reason why so little was done in 
direct furtherance of the causé of woman 
suffrage between the years 1897 and 1:06 
is that just at that time Finland was paas- 
ing through a severe political crisis, 

“After the outbreak of the (October 
revolution in Russia (1905), a sympathetic 
atrike was declared in Finland and sever- 
al of the members of the central com- 
mittee elected by a mass meeting to man-

George Bailey, Father 
of Mrs, Joe F. Price 
Dies in Winnipeg

George Bailey, of Calgary, an his- | 
torical figure in the development of 
|the Canadian Pacific railway, in that 
|he was the first locomotive engineer 
|to drive a train into the great west, 
|died suddenly at the home of his 
|daughter, Mrs, C, Shepherd, Winni- 
| peg, Thursday evening. 

He was the father of Mrs. Joe F. 
Price, of Calgary, his other children 
{being Mrs, Shepherd of Winnipeg, 
| Mrs. A. C, Corbett of Strathmore, and 
“a son, Harold Bailey, of Calgary. He 
is surv.ved also by his widow. Inter- 
ment wili likely be made in Calgary 
from the family residence on Thir- 
teenth avenue east. 

George Bailey was 67 years of age, 
and had been with the C. P. R. for 
thirty-five years, having worked for 
the C.P.R. syndicate before the com- 
any was formed, Born in New 
| Brunswick he came west before there 
Was any railway, reaching St. Boni- 
face by way of St. Paul in 1878-4 and 
then came ‘w st with the steel. He 
came into Alberta in 1886 and was 
the first engineer here, and was pro- 
bably the best known man on the 
system, He drove a number of the 
famous trains, but his special run 
was Calgary and Medicine Hat. It 
was on this seqtion that he estab- 
\lished a record for speed. A train, 
which was known as the Great 
| Waterways special was made up, and 
Jearry ng bonds which shad to reach 
{the Old Country by a certain time, 
and it was necessary to catch the 
| boat at New York. Mr. Bailey made 
| his section of the trip to Medicne 
|Hat in record time, and enabled the 
connections to be made, 

His headquarters in the early days 
were at Gleichen, which place was 
then the railroad headquarters, and 
later at Medicine Hat, He then caine 
to Caleary, and was resident here for

When is a bargain not a bar- 
gain? 

When it is made with a gas com- 

When a city makes a bargain 

with a gas company it is binding 
on the city but not on the gas 
company, if the city has the right 
kind of a chief executive — for 
the gas company. 
/ The city made a certain bargain 
with a company regarding supply 
of gas. The company did not sup- 
ply gas—did not try to supply any 
gas, Having secured the franchise 
and satisfied themselves that they 
had gas, they sat down to see} 
whether the city or the company 
could wait longest. 

While the company believed in 
the saying ‘‘Everything comes to 
him who waits’’ they also believed | 
that it comes much quicker to 
him who hustles while he waits. 
And so, when with the election of 
a ‘‘public ownership’? mayor of 
Edmonton, the signs seemed to be 
right, they applied for an increase | 
of rates — following exactly the| 
same tactics as the intimately re- 


lated company that is now holding 
up the city of Calgary with any 
inadequate supply of gas, success- | 
fully followed in dealing with that 
city: 

The council was not receptive of | 
the idea of increased rates as at) 
first proposed. 

In the mayor’s latest manifesto 
he says: 

“At the last session of the legisla- 
ture, permission was asked by the 
city, to cancel and abrogate the fran 
chise and all rights held there-under 
in tota. A memorandum was made 
by the committee of the legislature | 
dealing with the matter, that al-| 
though this application was not} 


granted at that time, a renewal of) 


the same one year hence, at the} 
succeeding session of the legislature, | 


would be considered, and the ef- 

forts made by the franchise holders 

in the meanwhile, to supply,the city 
with gas, would be taken into seri- 
ous consideration.” 

Notwithstanding the definite 
and clear-cut stand taken by the 
city council on that oceasion, more | 
recently qnother application by 
the company for increased rates 
was received by the city council 
and was agreed to under the lead- 
ership of the mayor. Not} 
only was the increase asked | 
agreed to, but it was also agreed | 
that, subject to the order of the 
utilities commission, it should taka! 
effect. without the endorsation of | 
the ratepayers. 

The contract between the city 
and the company is part of a sta- 
tute of the legislature. What the 
legislature enacted, it certainly can 
repeal. The :nayor addresses the 
council at the length of nearly two 
columns of small type on the mat- 
ters connected with the gas fran-| 
ehise. It would be of more interest 
to the ratepayers if he would tell 
them:

It will strike a good many people 
that if the organization which the 
Western farmers had built up, 
headed as it was by Hon. T. A. 
Crerar, Minister of Agriculture, 
with Messrs: R. C. Henders, M.P., 
J. A. Maharg, M.P., and H. W. 
Wood, member of the wheat board 
as lieutenants, and with a contin- 
gent of supporters in parliament 
numerous enough to put the Goy- 
ernment out of power if they saw 
fit, had been functioning in the 
interest of the farmers there 
would not now be any fixed price 
for Canadian wheat and the farm- 
ers of Canada would have been 
from 50 to 100 million dollars rieh- 
er than they are today Mr. Harris 
is certainly right that the price 
obtained for farm produce is a 
matter which should ‘‘seriously en- 
gage the attention of the farm- 
ers,’? and while it is engaging 
their attention it would be well for 
them to fix the responsibility for 


4 the stupendous loss which they are 


suffering on the short crop of this 
year, through the fixed price. 
When their organization is work- 
ing against them they should be 
aware of the fact; not camouflage 
it as Mr. Harris attempts to do- 

When in the later part of last 
winter the world price of wheat 
was confidently expected to- go 
down following the close of the 
war and pressure was _ being 
brought to bear on the Govern- 
ment to fix the price of Canadian 
wheat at the United States level 
for the crop of 1919, the heads of 
the Grain Growers’ organization 
in Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
and of the U.F.A. in Alberta, 
used the full measure of their in- 
fluence to sway the opinion of 
these several organiaztions against 
the proposal. The government had 
definitely and persistently refused 
to make a fixed price. In their suc- 
cess in preventing the Grain Grow- 
ers’ convention at Brandon and 
the U.F.A. convention at Edmon- 
ton from declaring for a fixed 
price the heads of the Manitoba 
Grain Growers and of the Alberta 
U.F.A: rendered signal political 
service to the Union government. 
If they were not equally success- 
ful at the Regina convention that 
was their misfortune, not their 
fault, 

So long as the price of wheat 
was likely to go down the Domin- 
ion government and the heads of 
the farmers’ organizations were 
publicly against a fixed price, ‘‘It 
‘would be accepting the principle 
‘fof protection’’ they said. And 
they couldn’t do that—not for the 
farmers: 

But when, after August first, 
the world price of wheat went up, 
and the government decided that 
for the protection of their friends 
the millers, and as well to protect 
the sales they had made overseas, 
it was necessary to fix a price be- 
low the United States minimum, 
nothing more was heard from 
Crerar, Henders, Maharg, Wood 
& Co. in objection to a fixed price. 
According to Mr. Harris they ob- 
jected to the first fixed price of 
$1.75, although the record is not 
clear on that point, but there is 
absolutely no warrant for any sug- 
gestion or supposition that any of 
the four, or any of their supporters 
in parliament, ever objected to fix- 
ing a price against the farmer on 
the rising market of August or to 
a price being fixed below the 
United States minimum. The or- 
ganization functioned all right in 
the winter to protect the govern- 
ment in its refusal to fix the wheat 
price, under the clever manipula- 
tion of Crerar, Henders, Maharg 
It functioned equally 
well in August last to shield the 
government from criticism in its 
policy of protecting the profiteer 
at the cost of the farmer. But 
when has it yet functioned to pro- 
tect the interest of the farmer, or 
when is it likely to while it re- 
mains under the direction of the 
men now at its head—the men 
upon whose votes and support in 
parliament the government 
pends for its existence?

Mr. Howatt then opened his argu- 
ment to support the contention of the 
Commission had no power to change 
Attorney General that “the Utiity 
the rates.
